Rent control regulations have been 

stiffened in two particulars, with a view to 

giving further protection to renters. 

Hereafter a tenant of a home which is 
sold must be given at least 12 months’ no- 
tice to vacate by the new owner, and then 
the owner must show that he will need 
the place to live in. 

Where property does not change hands, 
a landlord can evict a tenant on three 
months’ notice only if he actually “needs” 
the premises as a residence for himself. 

If houses were plentiful in Canada and 
landlords looking for tenants, these re- 
strictions would not seem likely to com- 
plicate the housing situation. But as 
houses are scarce they may react in that 
way. They certainly will if there is not 
somewhere in the regulations a provision 
that a tenant can be put out any time 
“for cause”. 

Who would buy a house if he knew 
that a destructive tenant could stay in it 
for a year and wreck the place, and could 
only be ejected then if the purchaser prov- 
ed that he had nowhere else to live? And 
who would be likely to let a house or apart- 
ment if he knew he could not oust an un- 
desirable tenant for three months, and 
only then on proving that he ‘‘needed” to 
live there himself? 

There are two sides to the landlord- 
tenant question, and it will not do to ig- 
nore either of them. How much rent a 
tenant pays is not the only consideration, 
There is also the matter of whether he 
takes reasonable care of the property. 

Undoubtedly some landlords will 
Squeeze the last dollar they can get out of 
the renter. But there are also renters who 
do property more damage than the rent 
pays for. The control system will have to 
work both ways or the housing situation 
will get worse than it is.

The Man for the Job 


That General Giraud would succeed 
Darlan was to be expected. He is the out- 
standing figure in French Africa, a talent- 
ed soldier, a patriot without a smudge of 
suspicion, is acceptable to all factions, 
and has the entire confidence of the Allies. 
‘He is the last man Hitler wanted to be 
made executive chief and military head of 
the French in Africa. 

If Laval engineered the assassination 
of Darlan he must have acted from venge- 
ance and spite, not from motives of 
strategy, for Giraud was almost certain to 
be the successor.

He escap- 
ed from a German prison camp in the for- 
mer war, did it again’in this war, and got 
out of Toulon just ahead of the surprise 
rush—after living for several months in 
unoccupied France surrounded by the ges- 
tapo. That gives the measure of his in- 
genuity and daring. 

That General de Gaulle and his follow- 
ers will throw in their lot with Giraud and 
give him their full support is to be sup- 
posed and hoped. They cannot do other- 
wise if they want to strike a real blow for 
France, and de Gaulle long ago declared 
his whole-hearted confidence in Giraud’s 
loyalty and freedom from factional am- 
bitions. 

French Africa can put an army of a 
half million men in the field as soon as the 
existing forces can be re-equipped.

With people dropping in unex- 
pectedly during the holiday sea- 
son the best thing to do is to have 
some dainty sandwiches ready to 


|serve at any hour. 


If you have someone in your 
kitchen to keep making fresh 
sandwiches, naturally they taste a 
little bit better, and you can use 
lettuce effectively. 

If you make your sandwiches in 
the morning it is not wise to put 


lettuce in them because it in- 
variably wilts a little. 
Before you start making your 


sandwiches, cream your butter so 
that it will take less and spread 
more easily, If you leave it at room 
temperature for awhile you can 
then stir it easily. A professional 
sandwich maker that I know mixes 


mayonnaise with the butter, thus 
making the sandwiches more 
flavorful) And aow that butter is 


rationed, it will stretch that pre- 
cious spread. 


Cut your bread very thin and 


/mhake your sandwiches very small. 


You can use small cooky or sand- 
wich cutters—any shape you pre- 
fer. The round or square ones 
seem best. 

After you get them made dip 
a tea towel in ice cold water and 
wring it out so that it is damp, not 
wet. Pile the sandwiches on a plate 
or in some kind of a container 
and spread the damp towel over 
them. If you make them in the 


morning and serve them in the 
evening you may have to wet the 
towel a second time. Never leave 
jenough water in it to make the 
| sandwiches soggy. 


| Chopped Fine 


' Anything you put in tiny sand- 
wiches should be chopped fine. 
Nothing is worse than a sandwich 
that slips. Never let the filling be 
too wet If you do it soaks into 
the bread and spoils the sandwich 
if it is kept for any length of time. 

Hard boiled eggs chopped fine 

{with nuts and held together with 
mayonnaise makes a good filling. 
| Any cold meat chopped, with 
celery added and with a dash of 
cayenne, makes ® good appetizer 
land, of course you can hold the 
| ingredients together with a bit of 
mayonnaise. You might leave out 
the celery and add a bit of hot 
mustard instead. Use the dry 
mustard and make a paste of it 
with water. This is very hot, so do 
not use too much of it. 


Olive sandwiches are excellent 
at a cocktail or tea party, and be 
sure that there is no part of the 
pit left in the olives, Olives stuffed 
with pimientos make very tasty 
sandwiches, 
| Cheese and ham go well to- 
|gether with a tiny bit of hot 
mustard spread on the Canadian 
cheese. Cut both the cheese and 
the ham very thin.

He is now 63 and may be classed 
as a typical Frenchman except that 
he is very tall—6 feet, 3 inches in 
stature. He is husky, dark, and 
wears a “Kitchener” mustache. He 
has a quick, keen mind, can adapt 
himself to almost any conditions 
and will not accept defeat, 

When asked by Weygand in 1940 
to hold the breach at Sedan, he re- 
plied: “It will ruin my reputation 
but—I’l! try it.’ He had no chance 
of success. 

He had scarcely arrived when 

‘his army was surrounded by Ger- 
man tanks. His last message be- 
| fore his arrest was “I am surrounds 
ed by a hundred tanks. I am de- 
stroying them, one by one.” 

He was a-prize for the Germans, 
They imprisoned him in the an- 
cient fortress of Konigstein perche 
ed 800 feet above the Elbe river 

His escape is still more or less of 
a mystery. Somehow during his 
two years’ imprisonment he col- 
lected hemp enough to piece out 
a rope long enough to make the 80- 
foot drop from his window. 

Then began a jong journey filled 
with hazard, eventually coming to 
Switzerland and then to France 

Arrived in Vichy he found that 
Petain and Laval wanted him to 
return to prison. His interviews 
with them were stormy, and it is 
said he and Laval almost came to 
blows 

He, then, said ne would deal with 
the Germans himself. He met 
General von Stuelpnagel at Mou- 
lins on the line between Vichy and 
occupied France, when he = an- 
nounced that he would return to 
prison at a price—the release of 
50,000 French prisoners.

After that he lived quietly on the ° 


Riviera but was reported to be 
| collaborating with Weygand on his 
memoirs 

On that Sunday when the Allied 
assault on North Atrica was made 
known Giraud’s voice was heard on 
the Algiers’ radio pledging his love 
and loyalty to France, and telling 
the French people that he was 
once again in action. Just what 
activities lay in the weeks previous 
to this we do not know. 

Even in World War 1, Giraud 
was a firm believer in the offen- 
sive as the best means of defence 
and like de Gaulle, has studied 
motorized warfare thoroughly, It 
is said he pins his faith on the tank 
and has perfected his tactics in its 
use 

He is well thought of by the Eng- 
lish, and we shail hear more of this 
French general who does not 
accept defeat and is willing to ate 
tempt the impossible.

a few men more cunning and un- 
scrupulous than the rest realized | 
the force of the saying, “They who 
control the things that people want, 
control the people.” “Permit me to 
control the money system and I 
care not who makes the laws.” 


Anticipating that we were pro- 
gressing rapidly towards a money 
economy under which money 
would become the essential 
means of enabling individuals to 
do and use things, they worked 
out a complex and = ingenious 
scheme by which they could get 
control of the world’s money sys- 
tems. It was based on supersti- 
tion—or, if you like, black magic. 
They got people to believe that 
the amount of goods they could 
produce and use had to be 
limited, because the amount of 
money they could have, depended 
upon the very limited amount of 
gold at their disposal. By gaining 
control of the gold, the money 
manipulators very soon control 
led all money systems 

It sounds silly to us now that 
people should have believed that 
their production had to be limited 
by gold, but remember until a few 
years ago this superstition about 
gold was generally accepted ‘ 
So gold became the symbol of a 
pagan cult of materialism known as 
finance. The whole affair was sul 
rounded with mystery and people 
were led to believe that it was a 
subject only for super-men; that it 
was beyond the understanding of 
ordinary folk. And this new pagan 
religion established its priesis and 
its temples. They called the temples 
banks. And behind this set-up the 
whole business of money-manipula 
tion was carried out in such a way 
that the people were always con 
trolled by the financial high-priests 
If their system imposed harsh con 
ditions and the people objected, the 
moneys manipulators were ever 
ready to point out that it w due 
io the laziness of workers, or to the 
rreed of employers or to the incom 


petence of governments
